We have had several good showers, but the winds have been too 
drying, and indeed far too 0014 for June. ВЕШ, vegetation looks 


well, and, for the main part, crops are healthy. 
GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


Катсним Garven.—la dry weather keep down weeds with the 


hoe. Dig vacan: pieces of ground, to be resty to take advantage 
of the first sko ver of rein for planting out the main crops of vege- 
tables. Apply water liberally to seedling and more mature crops, 
and mulch the ground with short litter where practicable to preveut 
evaporatim. Sow additional broad besne, and give the drills 
а goud wateri g before the seede are covered up. Pinch off 
the tops of ali that аге forving their роде. Water seed-bede 
of broocol', and oontinue to plant out; also make a last sowing 
of the Waloheren. Sow Кату Horn, East Ham ог апу other 
middle-size early variety, of close growth and quick hearting to be 
after varda planted on poor ground for winter ard spring greens 
Continueto plant celery and water early crops abuadently. as, if 
dry, they are apt to ran to seed. Sow a good crop of kidney beans 
for the autumn, and water the drills before planting. Вот lettuce 
for вос `евзіоо ; thin ont and traveplant. Plaut leeke if suffi Херу 
stropg for remova!, affording them ап open рі‹се of very rich, deep 
soil An additional sowing of peas may be got іа of the Early 
Frame or Wrinkled Marrow, giving the drille а good watering ; 
alo water advancing crops, or they will cast their flowers if water 
із not supplied; besides, % will aid in filling out the pods. Sow 
soarlet runners for а late supply. Sow and thin turnips. Gather 
in herbs for drying while іп perfeation. 

Fmurr Gaapen —Contipue to look over apples, peas, apricot, 
plum, aad otter trees for the curled leaf in which the maggots are 
found, and destroy them before they injure the fruit. Persevere іп 
stopping the breast wood ов all trained trees, whether wall or other- 
wise, and in nailing or іуізд-іп the young shoote as they extend. 
Thin and remove useless branches of standards. Give strawberries 
plenty of water to өте! the fruit. 

FuowzR GampsN.—Now that the flower garden stock is gene- 
rally bedded out, there is more time to etteud to the prop-gation 
of the most favourite hard у plants; Мво in getting in а good supply 
of cuttings. Sur the surface of the soil among the plants in the 
beds to keep down weeds and encourage the growth of the plante. 
Remove decayed flowers, and cut off seed-buda if not required for 
seed. Diebud and tie рода of carnations and рісоіеев. Plant out 
china asters aud ten week stooks if aot already done. Attend to 
dablias as they grow up; tying бр the four or five main shoots to 
their stakes, ag they are easi wn down. Take up hyacinth 
bulbs, and dry them im the е Insrease pansies by cattings. 
‘Lie the рода of pinks, and continue to propagate by pipings. Trim 
rosea, aud water the blooming plants ерен dl search for the 
curled leaf to destroy the rose maggot, aad ply the syringe to 
destroy the green fly.

FRANCE 


The Court of СаяевНоп has rejected the appeal on behalf of La 
Pommerais, the poisoner of his mistress, against the judgment of 
the Assize Court cf Paris. It was ouly after much persuasion 
that the convict consented to the eppeal; he was utterly weary of 
life, he said, and he had rather meet death at once than undergo 
the agony of suspense and the heert sickness of hope deferred, of 
hope the faintest possible. There now remains bat the mercy of 
the Sovereign when he comes to sign the warrant for execution ; 
and for the exercise of mercy there are bat slight grounds. ТЬе 
crowd that thronged the Palais de Jastics was on this ooossion as 
numerous as during the trial. 


PRUSSIA. 

The following farewell address has been issued by Field-Marshal 
Count Wrangel to the allicd Ргозво- Austrian army :— 

и Head-quarters, Horsens, May 20. 

“ His Majesty the King, my most gracious master, has deigned 
to relieve me from the chief command of the allied army by e cabinet 
order of the 1В\һ (већ, and at the same time to confer upon me the 
rank of count. Until further notice the още! command ig entrusted to 
his Royal Highness Prince Frederick Oharles of Prissia, as the 
senior genera! present st the scene of war, while General von Her- 
warth, of the infantry, undertakes the post of commanding- 
general of the combined army corps. His Majesty bas given 
me his royal thanks for tbe glorious campaign, which has 
just arrived at a пее, and summons ше to be near his 
gracious person at Berlin, that I may not be exposed, at my 
advauced age, and after an arduous winter campaign, to the 

oseibility of new fatigues I, therefore, take leave of you, dear 

comrades of the allied army. who һауе victoriously overcome the 
enemy іп а campaign of several months, and endured the hard- 
ships of an unusaally severe winter ‘The allied army under my 
leadership has во brilliantly fulfilled its appointed task—thbe occu- 
pation of the Duchy of Behleswig—that bundie?s of guns and 
thousands of prisoners remain in our bande, and that the enemy is 
expelled from the continental portion of his kingdom. The allied 
troops, as the worthy representatives of two great armies, have 
fought side by side in faithfal comradeship with most praiseworthy 
zeal, and have thus attained an object which, being gained, I am 
enabled to retire with satisfaction, highly honoured by the favour 
of our illustrious monarch For ali this I return the generals, 
officers, fanotionaries, aod soldiers of the allied army my warmest 
aud most heartfelt thanks. At your head I have passed the 
proudest and happiest days which the favour of providence has 
appointed to my lot Farewell, and do not forget your veteran 
leader, who will recolleot you and your exploits with thankfuloess 
and pride until the last hour of his Ше. (signed) Vos WRANGEL, 
Field-Marshal.” 


DEN MARK. 


The celebration of the constitutional fete took place on Sanday. 
In the afternoon there was а grand procession to the King. 

A meeting of 6 000 North Schleswigers hae been held on the hilla 
of Boeghoeved, near Haderaleben, at which the following declara- 
tion was adopted :— 

“The proposal of the French and Eoglish plenipotentiaries at 
the London Conference to divide Bchleswig is contrary to the most 
important vital interests of the country. We consideri: the greatest 
misfortune that сап befall us We will never be cut off from 
Schleswig and never ђе incorporated with Denmark." 


NEW ZEALAND. 
REPULSE ОЁ ENGLISH TROOPS. 

We have the following desp*tch from Alexandria :—" Brigadier- 
General Carey attacked the rebel position at Arahan, seven miles 
from Le Aramuse, on the 31st March The enemy defended it for 
two days, when they retreated with 2 losg of 101 killed and thirty- 
three prisoners. Our loss is sixteen killed, and forty-two wounded. 
Colonel Warre has driven the тегі from the formidable position 
at Kai Lake, near New Piymouth, withoat loss. General Cameron 
ig about to commenga operations against в strongly entrenched 
position of the rebels at Mangatantan on the Upper Waikato. Usp- 
tain Ring, 18:h Regiment, killed; Captain Fisher, 40th Regiment, 
severely wounded ; &leo Ensign Chayter, 65th R-giment.’ 

The following ig from Melbourne, dated April 25:--“ Advices 
from New Z-aland announce that two severe engagements had 
occurred at Maungetewhiri and Tarachi. The natives were de- 
feated at the former place, which they abandoned, while at the 
latter the English troops suffered в reverse. The English loss in 
killed and wounded, in both engagements, amounted to eighty. 
The probability of the close of the campsign is still distant. ‘he 
international cricket match ended in а drawn game." 

The following telegram has been received from her Majesty's 
bonsul at Alexendria, dated 4th of June, at the Foreign-oflice, 
from Gengral Cameron :— 

“ Pukerimu, April 5'h, p.m. 

* In making а reconnaissance of the Mangatantan position, from 
the right bank of the Waikaso, this morniog, Lievtenant-General 
Cameron found thet the rebels had just abendoned it, and retreating 
up the right bank of the river. General Cameron sent а detachment 
to occupy it.

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THE WAR IN AMERICA. 


----о--- 


THERE has been more fighting іп America. The battle of the 
ren is thus described in в despetch of that date in the New York 

Tribune :-- 

© An attack on the enemy's right was to have been wade at an 
early hour this morning. But om examining the ground in that 
vicinity it was found to he unfavourable for the handling of the 
army So the plan was chenged, and at five oclock this morning 
Hanoock, supported by the Gih Corps on his right and Barnside on 
bis left, advanced against the enemy's wor The rifle pits in 
front were those which had been abandoned by us ; but they were 
filled with rebel sharpshooterg, who were soon dislodged and driven 
through a second line вод behind a thick and impenetrable abattis, 
which was of a most formidable character. On examiuetion it was 
deemed best not to attempt charging through this barrier, and the 
troops fell back in good order, although exposed to а ga'ling fire of 
shell and canister from both flanks Our loss in the movement was 
considerable, Әсіп about 800 io killed aud wounded, among whom 
were Colonel Murphy, commanding the Corcoran Legion, wounded ; 
Lieutenant Colonel De Lacy, 164th New York, wounded in the 
bowels; and other officers. Burneide's corps were partly engaged, 
and lost of the above number about one-fourth. The Corcoran 
Legion acted like veterans, end kept their ground for over an hour 
under a very hot fire. An attack was made by the enemy on the 
left in the afternoon, where Warren was posted, but our batteries 
soon drove the enemy back aud зЦенсед their guns. All was quiet 
at six o'clock in the evening." 

General Lee has issued an order congratulating his troops on 
having achieved a “series of successes.” announcing the defeat of 
the Federal forces under Sigel вод Averil, in Western Virginia ; 
the defeat of Banks in Louisiana, and of Steele in Arkansas; and 
claiming that ‘every demonstration of the Federals south of the 
James River has been successfully repelled,” the order con- 
cludes :— 

“ Encouraged by the success that has been vouchsafed to us, and 
stimulated by tbe great interests that depend upon the issue, let 
every brave man resolve to endure all aod brave all until, by the 
assistance of а just and merciful God, the enemy shall be driven 
back, and peace be restored to our country. Oontinue to emulate 
the valour of your comrades who have fallen, and remember that it 
depends upon you whether they shall bave died in vain. It is in 
your power, under God, to defeat the last great effort of the enemy, 
establish the independence of your native land, and earn the lastiug 
love and gratitude of your countrymen, and the admiration of man- 
kind.” 

The following is (һе official version of a Confederate attack upon 
Butler on the 16;b :— 

“ Under cover of a dense fog, the Confederates made а furious 
attack upon General Batler's right wing, crashing it in with serious 
loss in killed, wounded, and prisoners General Hickman was made 
a prisoner by the Confederates, and his brizade was nearly all 
killed, wounded, or captured. After forcing back the right, the 
Confederates made an a'tack on the entire line of the 18th Oorps. 
The battle raged furiously for four hours; the 18th Corps was 
forced back, but au attack on the 10th Corps was handsomely re- 
pulsed. The Federal army finally fell back, and at latest accounts 
occupied а strongly evtrenched position at Bermuda Hundred. An 
assault by Beanregard's forces was daily expected. Tho Federal 
losses on the 16th were from 2500 to 4000 and the Confederate 
loss is thought to have been greater. Beauregard’s force is estimated 
at 25 000 strong, and was throwing up works immediately in front 
of Butler's position. The demonstration against Fort Darling hag 
been abandoned.” 


THE GREAT ROTHSCHILD. 
NorvrrrBsTANDING his avarice in ordinary life, Nathan Rothechild 
was fond of showing his wealth in luxurious entertainments and 
sumptuous banquets, to which he invited tbe aristocracy of rauk 
and birth—though not that of talent Peers and princes of the 
blood sat at his table; bishops and archbishops bowed before him; 
and those who preached loudest against Mammon were foremost in 
worshipping the successful representative of the golden guinea. At 
his grand evter'ainment, Nathan, who was really а very uneducated 
man, and scarcely able to write, covered his ignorance by an 
affected brusquerie of speech and manner which, though it 
imposed on some, made him extremely ludicrous in the eyes of 
others. Thus he was acon-tant mark for the satiriets of the day. 
His huge and slovenly appearance; the loungivg a'titode he 
assumed when leaning agaiost bis pillar at the Royal Exchange; 
his rugged speech, with strongly ma'ked Jewish accent and 
idiom, made caricature easy, and gave him up во helpless 
victim to his enemies. Of these he hed швоу--воше of 
then created, no doubt, by envy — bat also а large num- 
ber of others whom he had ruined, or who had fancied themselves 
ruined by him. Few weeke passed in the latter part of his career 
without his receivisg threatening letters, informing him that un- 
lesa ће should deposit а certain sum of money at а given place he 
would be shot, or poisoned, or, more liberally, blown up іп his 
house in Piccadilly These threats sometimes took such an effect 
upon Nathan Rothschild as to heunt bim like а nightmare. One 
day, two tall, moustachioed men—it must be remembered, that this 
was the anti-moustachioed period— were shown into his private 
parlour at the St Swithin’s-lane countiog-houge. Nathan bowed ; 
the visitors bowed. Natban arose; and his bearded visitors moved 
close up to him, their hands fambling а 2004 in the pocke's of their 
greet-coats. Nathan saw it at a glance—the moustachioed fellows 
had come to shoot him, their hands searching for deadly weapons 
iu their pockets Quick as lightning, Талһаһ took up his brass- 
bound ledger, and hurled it at the heads of the strangers, at the ваше 
screaming “Murder!” in а peroxyem of fright Тһе gcfeams 
brought sll the clerks and portere of the house into the sanctum 
of the millionaire Explanations took place, when it wag dis- 
covered that the two moustacbioed strangers were rich bankers 
from abroad, who, with & little nervous anxiety in the presence of 
the Cæsar of the Stock Exchange, had fumbled іп their pookete for 
letters of introduction and other necessary credentials. “You 
must be a happy men, Мг. R wh»child,” seid опсе а gentleman sit- 
ting st Nathan's banqueting-table, and glancing around at the 
superb appointments of the mansion of his host. ‘ Happy !—me 
happy!" was the reply. ‘ What! happy, when just as you are 
going to dine you have a leiter placed in your hands, saying, ‘If 
you do not send me £500, I will biow тін" ont!

But, though repulsed, they 
have never been discouraged; and though even Grant 
himself, with all his obstinacy, was compelled from sheer 
exhaustion to suspend operations for a week together, yet he 
did go on again 28 soon as rest and reinforcements enabled him to 
move. His strategy, ав simp'e as that of Blucher, is comprised in 
the werd “ Forwards,” and he gives no sigu of abandoning it fur 
a more circumepect policy. For the Confederates, however, it may 
be replied that they, too, have carried out their plans with complete 
success. The policy of the Southern general may be easily 
divined from his proceedings. It consists in luring on the enemy 
from one strong position to another at the utmost possible cost, во 
ав to exhaust his army before the end of the expedition can be 
reached. Hitherto the campaign bas been made stesdily to con- 
duce to the accomplishment of this objeot.

Unless his right 
was really “turned ” by this ‘ flank movement” of Grant, he has 
never been driven to а single step sgainst his will His only 
failure hag been in eadegvouring to turn the tables upon his adver- 
sary. More then once he has so far presumed upon his success in 
repulsing the enemy ag to become the взвайви himself, and then 
he, too, found the work too hard for him. Grant cannot beat Lee, 
nor Lee beat Grant—s signal proof, if апу now were needed, 
of the evenness of the conflict and the hopelessness of the war.

THE PRINCE AND PRINOESS OF WALES АТ 
САМ 52LDGE, 
Last week the Prince and Princess of Wales visited Cambridge 
U siversity. The Prince was installed asa doctor of that institution. 
Upon several other persons of distinction the like honour was con- 
ferred. Previeus to the arrival of the illustrious visitors and the 
distinguished persons who were to have degrees, the time was be- 
guiled with the usual variety of cries the undergraduates. 

There was s groen for Mr. Disraeli, a tremendous cheer for the 
Queen, а dubious recognition of the Pope, and a most decided one 
of King Victor Emmanuel. Sir Bulwer Lytton had an unequivocs! 
ovation, and when Lord Palmerston arrived, accompanied by Earl 
Granville, his cheering was unanimous and tremendous. His lord- 
ship, who wore his doctor's robe and the star of the Bath, looked 
well, and stood before his chair for a long time bowing in acknow- 
ledgment of the vociferous greeting of the undergraduates. It is 
needless to say that the Prince of Wales, the Princess, and the Duke 
of Cambridge bad & splendid reception. Тһе conferring of degrees 
commenced with Bari Granville, who was — cheered, followed 
by the Duke of Manchester, about whose popularity there can be 
по question. Then came Earl Stanhope, whose name was accepted 
nemini dissentiente, avd Lord Carnarvon, who, apparently, had no 
enemies in the galleries. Lord Eversley seemed to ђе fairly 
popular; but his lordship's reception wae but a mild prelude 
to the ovation that awaited Lord Palmerston. There cer- 
tainly never was а more unanimous publio weloome tendered by 
any public assembly to an eminent public man. The orator, in a 
few briet but telling sentences, presented him as the pilot who had 
weathered so many storms, ag the man to whom the country en- 
trusted іш fortunes comfidently in time of but still more 
willingly in time of war. The noble P retired amid the 
plaudite of the sesembly. Sir B. Lytton, Sir Page Wood, Sir С 
Eaetlake, were all well received, but the general harmony was 
somewhat disturbed when Desa Stanley's turn came. The groan- 
ing set up by в few undergradustes was very pertivaciouly 
sustained, but was complely overborne by the general plaudite. 
When the was conferred, both the Princess and Prince of 
Wales honoured Dean Stenley with marked smiles of recognition. 
Of the remsining new doctors tt will be only necessary to notice 
De. Ж atson, the eminent physician, sud Professor Wheatstone, both 
of whom were muoh cheered; bat the professor being the last 
doctor who received his degree, was irreverently endowed with the 
additional title of “ wooden n" by some rather juvenile voice 
from the gallery. Before leaving the building some under- 
graduates set up в cheer for Canon Wordsworth, but it was not 
universally responded to. . 

The day's festivities terminated with {һә flower show, at which 
the Princesa of Wales distributed the prizes of the School of Art; 
and the marshalling of the University Вов in bonour of the royal 
visitors. Of the latter it was universally admitted that the spec- 
tacle was mack more gay and splendid tham the ordinary annual 
procession of the boats which took place about three weeks before. 
They passed St. John’s grounde first, where tremendous crowds 
had congregated for the flo ver show, and to вее the Princess Alex- 
andra distribute the prizes of the School of Art. There was в 
regular crugh here, and immense cheering ; the whole scene | оЕ- 
ing exosediagly animated under the afternoon sun, and enlivened 
by the gay doge and flowers with which the fairy flotilla was de- 
corated. Trinity Най boat, being the “head of the river,” was 
wreathed with flowers, and all the men wore flowers in their caps. 
Every other boat bore its distinguishing flag, and all displayed the 
national standard of Denmark. А man on Clare-bridge waved a 
flag, and each boat as it passed under “put on a spurt” which was 
kept up vigorously until they reached а part of the river where 
there waa space enough for a turn. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales, who were in King's grounds, where а marquee had been 
erected, watched this animated pageant from the bauks, and when 
the boats returned and formed a sort of bridge across the river, the 
men tossing their oare and cheering lustily, their royal highresses 
bowed repeatedly, evidently delighted with what they saw. Tho 
whole soene was very striking, the Prince snd the distinguished 
doctors of laws who accompanied him wearing their scarlet robes, 
and the orews in their gmernseys, and flege and flowers ‘Three 
cheers for the Queen, and three more for the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, followed, and them the boats all paddled away in the 
order in whioh they had advanced.

highest standard of the Covent Garden management. Every oue 
knows the story on which the opera is founded. Alessandro Stra- 
della, a remarkably fine tenor singer, and в composer сі consider- 
able ability, was born at Naples about the middle of the seven- 
teenth century. His personal history is so romantio and 
interesting that it has been frequently represented on the 
stage. ‘hough not baudsome, be was distioguished by the 
elegance of his form, and especially recommended by the 
sweetness of his manners and voice. He was engaged by 
the republio of Venice to write operas for a carvival ses- 
son. While thus employed he was also in the habit of giving 
singing lessons to а certain Ortevsia, the high-born mistress of в 
Venetian noble. Instructor and pupil soon fell desperately in love, 
and quickly resolved to escape together. In this attempt they suc- 
ceeded but too well. The noble Venetian vowed that the musician 
should forfeit his life. He employed two assassins, who, after 
seeking the fugitives in Naples, at length found them in Rome 
Here they discovered, too, that the composer was about to condoct а 
performance ip the church of 3t John Lateran of an opera spirituel 
The opportunity seemed favourable to the assassing, end they de- 
termined to marder both Btradella aod bis mistree$ on their way 
home from church Во impressed, however, were they with the 
sublimity of the music, that they could not summon courage to 
take the life of a man, вой they not only abandoned the project, 
bot even warped the lovers of their danger The luckless 
pair now sought refuge in Гогір ; but the Venetian vendetta 
was stil to be wrought out. The first murderers, refusing to 
follow up their prey, on account, as they protested, of the strin- 
gency of the laws in Turin, the unappeased noble engaged two 
Other assassins, who, accompanied by the father of the errant lady 
set out in parsuit of the fugitives The Duchess of Bavos, then 
Regent, had meanwhile plaged Ortensia in a convent for greater 
safety, and had taken Siredelis uader her imm-diate protection by 
giving him the eppotounent of Maestro di Oapella.

DISCOVERY OF A SKELETON IN А
